Large Attendance Of Rate- 
Payers; Village It To 
Build New Barracks 

The special meeting ef the council 
held at the office of the secretory on 
Monday evening was of the popular 
variety. Tins was on account of the 
matter of stray chickens being brought 
up. It is a long story but the gist of it 
is that the village council passed a by¬ 
law in the spring prohibiting, among 
other things, chickens from the free¬ 
dom of tke village. The owners had 
to have them securely penned up. The 
bylaw suffered the disregard and neg¬ 
lect bylaws usually dp and practi¬ 
cally no police was ever taken of it- Of 
late, however, the council have receiv¬ 
ed complaints to the effect that stray 
chickens were a nuisance to property. 
The owneas on the other hand, point¬ 
ed out to the chickens were out all 
spring and summer and there was po 
valid reason for shutting them up in 
the fall, especially when wheat .was 
being hauled into town, and there was 
always some falling to the ground- 
So the council decided to meet and con 
sider what to do. They heard a pro 
and cpn of the public gathering and 
on councillor Butchart’s motion it was 
decided to circulate a petition to all 
the ratepayers and to abide by the 
decision. It should be mentioned that 
the pro-chickenites presented a peti¬ 
tion at the council meeting, which was 
signed by a number of people, asking 
that thPtbylaw be reacinded between 
the months of September and March 
inclusive. 

Other business of the meeting was 
the consideration of *he erection of a 
barracks or a barracks and house for 
foe provinciaf police.

The offer of |20 a month rent 
was also considered too small for the 
outlay.

The Canada Pood Board has re¬ 
ceived tom any complaints about-the 
defective sealers sold throughout the 
country this year that it is asking 
‘hose who have lost thereby to notify 
the.Board as to their loss and the mat¬ 
ter will be taken up. Evidently a lot 
of fruit has spoiled and housewives 
who have been preparing for a seige 
undor the high cost of living And most 
of their labor of no avail. 

The preserving of ruits and vege¬ 
tables, se? largely boosted as a war 
measure, has been going on in almost 
every home despite the price of fruit 
and the scarcity of sugar. And hav¬ 
ing surmounted these obstacles thp 
careful canners find all their expendi¬ 
ture of money and-rime of no avail be¬ 
cause the sealers are not airtight. 

One can only hazard a guess as to 
the tvhy and wherefore, but the most 
likely solution is.that the manufactur¬ 
ers, under the pressure of an enlarged 
matket, ventured to turn out greater 
quantities of sealers with the almost 
certain result that they are defective. 
The case probably represents another 
instance of where those who would 
conserve are at .'he mercy of those 
who would make money. Quality has 
been sacrificed for quantity. When 
similar methods were employed in the 
matter of rifles, binoculars and sold¬ 
iers’ kits it was called profiteering,

MACLEOD OBJECTS TO 

MENNONITE ARRIVALS 


Don’t Be Discouraged 


The first public demons*ration a- 
gainst the Mennonites coming fiom 
Lhe United States and settling in the 
west was held at Macleod on Friday 
evening. The hall was packed to over 
flowing. Mayor Grier was in the 
ihair and was sui yv-. * by the pres 
dent of the Returns*! Vftsraaa Aasf 
•iation, pastors ai d «foeer* of th. 
Next-of-Kin Asfociliiri. The mayo 
n opening the meeting, emphatically 
enounced the coming of the Menno- 
ites, or as he iermed them, alien 
nemies, to this land. No protest 
■ould be strong enough to the gov< m- 
ment, he said, to prevent these people 
oming here. Our own boys were 
lghting and sacrificing their lives foi 
his country and .‘he Union Jack, while 
hese men were coming into Canada, 
raking the war profits, and yet liv- 
ng in peace and comfort and not do¬ 
ng a thing in either giving nie.n or 
.'.oney to the war. . 

There were various other speakers 
vho all strongly denounced the allow- 
ng of the Mennonites to this ccuntiy. 


While vegetables have been harvest¬ 
ed continuously in many gardens ir 
Canada since radishes and spinach 
\vcre ready for use in early spring 
, ihc time has come when the bulk of 
the crop must be gathered to escape 
(hard frosts. 

! As beans discolour and mould very 
readily, it is important to dry them a: 
:oon as possible, and to keep then 
dry. 'they should be spread out thinly 
! jnder cover, and tinned every two 01 
hrro days unt-il quite diy. ‘If it i: 
necessary to harveit the plants befon 
hey arc thoroughly ripe they can b< 
hung up outside until diy. 

Tjuic will be many potatoes whicl 
i will not ripen before the plants ar< 
killed by the frost. If the fully-growr 
liiecn specimens are picked before be 
ing frozen, and each specimen wrapp 
d in paper and stored in closed boxe; 
they will be found, from tests made at 
the Experimental Farm, to ripen bet 
ter than by exposing them to the sun 
Even if put into closed boxes without 
wrapping each specimen, thby riper 
well. 

Frequently cauliflowers, are just be¬ 
ginning to head when it becomes nec¬ 
essary to harvest them owing tc 
severe frosts. If.the plants are pulled 
and replaced in boxes in the cellar 
and kept' v/a to red, they will go on de¬ 
veloping and one can have cauliflowei 
for some weeks. Brussels sprouts can 
also be rcplar.'cd in this way. Both of 
these vegetables may, however, be 
left in the ground for some weeks yet. 

If cabbage begin to split and it is 
not yet time to harvest them, the split 
.‘ing will be prevented to some extent 
by twisting the plants so as to loosen 
them. This checks the flow of sap in- 
I to the head. If the cellar is warm and 
| ih - y, and the cabbage have to be harv- 
] ested owing to the frost, -*hcy will 
| keep well for a time outside if covered 
with leaves. 

Where the accomodation is poor, cel¬ 
ery may be kept outside in the soil 
well into the winter by opening a 
trench, prefeiably a narrow one 15 .'o 
10 inches wide, and dc-ep enough so 
that the tops of the celery will come 
about level with the surface of the 
ground. The celery plants are put 
close together in it, and before there 
| are sev< ie fiorts, a thin layer of straw 
or it aces is put over the top. When 
Ithe cold weather comes a heavier cov¬ 
ering of leaves may be put over, if it 
j is desirable to leave the celery longer, 
and then twelve to fifteen inches of 
soil over that. By putting sufficient 
leaves or straw over the soil again, 
frost may be kept out, and the celery 
dug out as required. 

In harvesting potatoes, any which 
show signs to decay should be kept 
separate from the rest, and used first, 
thus helping to avoid.the development 
of rot when stored.- Potatoes should 
be dry when they are stored. 

Keep onions dry, spread thinly. 
Squashes, pumpkins and citrons should 
be kept in a moderately warm, not a 
j cool, place. >
